DEATH ON THE 


Mangling of Forty Odd Chinamen 
in Montana. 

Herena, Mont., June 25.—The Inde- 
pendent’s Missoula special says: News 
was brought here to-day by an eye-wit- 
ness, that on Saturday, the 23d, at 6:35 
p- m., at Elk Creek, one mile and a half 


east of Heron Swing, a gravel train 
backing down was ran into by a wood 
train, instantly killing eighteen China- 
men and wounding from twenty to 
twenty-five others. The ‘engineer of 
the gravel train was killed and the fire- 
man seriously wounded. No one was 
hurt on the wood train. The gravel 
train was going at the rate of thirty-five 
miles an hour when the collision cccur- 
red. Both engines are complete wrecks. 
The dead were buried at Heron Swing 
and the wounded are cared for.

A Doubtful Stery of General Sher- 
man’s Alleged Unhappiness. 
WasHINGTON, June 26. — General 
Sherman isa very unhappy man. A 
high army officer who knows him well 
declares that he is not what he seems in 
his bluff and hearty interviews. In the 


first place he really hates to give up 
his position at the head of the army. It 
has been his sole occupation against 
melancholy or bitter domestic disap- 
pointment. When he is settled in St. 
Louis Mrs. Sherman believes that she 
will win him from the frivolities of this 
life and get him to find salvation in the 
Holy Catholic Church, In the dull re- 
gions of St. Louis he may fall a prey to 
his wife’s vee and for the sake 
of peace go through4fhe form of joining 
the church.

Chickens Coming Home to Roost. 

To the Editor of the Times—Sm: 
A few years ago the Hon. Asa Ellis 
represented this county in the State 
Legislature. Among the many services 
rendered the county by the honorable 
gentleman, none were more prominent 
than his Salary Bill. He ably con- 
tended that the fees of county officers 
were too high, and that they were grow- 
ing fat at the expense of the toiling 


people; and to abate this evil he intro- 
duced a bill in the Legislature provid- 
ing fixed salaries for all county officers, 
and the tu into the treasury of all 
fees, aed this bill became alaw. The 
salarv of Tax Collector, whose duty it 
was, and still is, to collect all taxes, in- 
cluding licenses, was fixed at $160 per 
month. Time evolves many ; 
things, and to-day the Hon. Asa turns 

up as County Tax Collector, and he is 
now beginning to discover that 
$150 is altogether too small a 
sum for the labor and expense 
attending the faithful performance of 
the duties of this office, and forthwith 
he sinks the executive and assumes leg- 
islative functions (through the Board of 
Supervisors) and creates a new office, 
unknown to the law, under the title of 
‘* License Tax Collector,”’ and Mr. Andy 
Ryan, that wheel-horse of Democracy, 
comes to the front as its mcumbent, 
with ten per cent. upon all collections, 
and various other pretty fat pickings, 
}as compensation. Now, from a close 
estimate the income of the county from 
this source will amount to over four 
thousand dollars per month. This will 
give the astute Andy over four hun- 
dred dollars per month, to say nothing 
of his five dollars on every delinquent. 
Thus has the Hon. Asa relieved himself 
of a large portion of his plain duty, and 
at the same time relieved the Treasury 
of over four hundred dollars per month. 


It is thought that the Hun. Asa should 
at least respect his own law.

GENERAL FOREIGN NEWS. 


Severe Sentence of Louise Michel— 
Threats of the Anarchists. 

Parts, June 26.—The jury found 
Louise Michel guilty yesterday, and she 
was sentenced to six years’ imprison- 
ment and ten years’ police supervision. 
Of the other prisoners charged with 
rioting and pillage, Pouget was sen- 
tenced to eight years’ imprisonment and 
ten years’ police supervision and Morel 
to one years’ imprisonment. Two 
others were acquitted. 

The foreman of the jury which re- 
turned the verdict of guilty 
Louise Michel has received a threaten- 
ing letter. When the prisoner was sen- 
tenced yesterday the audience cheered 
her. The Commanist press generally 
consider her sentence excessive, 
even the Legitimate and Union advo- 
cates predict a commutation. An anar- 
chist paper reminds the President of the 
Court which sentenced Louise Michel 
that Judge Bonjean was shot by the 
Commune.

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THE MAN WITH A GRIEVANCE. 


The Vicksburg Evening Post thinks 
it may be fairly said that Mr. Tilden 
isa “man with a grievance,” and, not 
withstanding the fact that machine 
politicians regard suéh a person as an 
object of interest, the real truth of the 
matter, candidly expressed, is that the 
American people regard ‘“‘a man with 
& grievance” as an intolerable bore. 
This is the unmitigated truth, but it 
is next to impossible to make a sore- 
head with $15,000,000 believe it. A 
man with a grievance and millions to 
spend in righting it is an object of 
consuming interest to men of the eager 
and accumulating species. There is 
nothing so musical to the ear of the 
average Democrat as the jingle of the 
sack. There are no principles he will 
tie to with such an unyielding grip as 
the principles which emanate from the 
“‘ bar’l” with its head stove in. 


THE annual period of anxiety and 
sugpense has commenced again in the 
South. Yellow fever has made its ap- 
pearanee at Havana, and New Orleans 
naturally awaits its coming with that 
fear which only those can know who 
have known the terrors of the dread- 
ful scourge. Closely connected as 
California now is with that portion of 
the South which is almost yearly rav- 
aged by this desolating fever, every 
precaution should be taken to prevent 
the introduction of this plague into the 
State.

The conditions existing here 
are not as favorable to the develop- 
ment and extension of epidemic dis- 
eases as those which exist at the South, 
but there is always wisdom in 
precaution, whatever the conditions. 

Above all things the cleanliness of 

the city should not be neglected, nor 
the foul smells overlooked. We have 
those even in the most inviting por- 
tions of our city. We come across 
them sometimes when least expected, 
arising, perhaps, from a defective 
drain, or a pile of decaying garbage, 
or a neglected waste heap, somewhere 
in the rear of even well-kept premises. 
There is danger in all these things, 
and they should be promptly attended 
to. We should have as great a horror 
of bad odors as we would have of 
the assassin who plies his work of 
death in the darkvess of the midnight 
hour. 


As ulready noted, the statement of 
an officer of the Chinese Legation at 
Washington goes to show that China 
is not as illy prepared as might be to 
contend with the civilized powers of 
the continent. He says that his gov-

During the short time 
that this system of instruction has 
been in operation nmf&any lives have 
been saved, which would have been 
lost without this intelligent power of 
discrimination which enabled them to 
give prompt and proper treatment to 
the sufferers. Every resident 
of a great city is familiar 
with instances where persons suf- 
fering from heart disease, or the over- 
powering effects of heat, have been ar- 
rested as inebriates, thrust into a 
drunkard’s cell, and left to suffer 
through the long hours of the night 
‘without care or medical attendance, 
so that the morning naturally found 
them beyond the reach of human help 
or skill. 

The object of this school is to pre- 
vent these mistakes, and to make of 
the police force ministers of mercy 
when their aid 1s needed for the inno- 
cent sufferer, so often thiown helpless 
upon their hands. Thus justice and 
mercy will both work together in the 
station-houses of the Quaker City.

The County Auditor must pre- 
pare and have printed blank licenses in 
accordance with the provisions of this or- 
dinance, with a blank receipt attached, 
for the signature of the License Tax Col- 
lector when sold. 

Src. 40. The County Auditor must 
affix his official seal to, number and — 
all licenses,and from time to time de- 
liver them to the License Tax Collector 
in such quantity as may be required, tak- 
ing his receipt therefor, and charge him 
therewith, giving in the entry the num- 
ber, classes and amount thereof. 

SxEc. 41. The Auditor must keep in his 
office the ae of all licenses by him 
delivered to the License Tax Collector, 
and a ledger in which he must keep the 
Collector’s account for all licenses deliv- 
ered to him, sold or returned unsold by 
him. A correct statement of the Collec- 
torts license account must be certified to 
the ‘County Treasurer each month by the 
Auditor. 

Src. 42. A license must be procured im- 
mediately before the commencement of 
any business or occupation liable to a 
license tax from the License Tax Collec- 
torof the county where the applicant 
desires to transact the same, which 
license authorizes the party obtaining the 
same in his town, city or particular lo- 
cality in the county, to transact the busi- 
ness describedin such license; separate 
licenses must be obtained for each branch 
establishment or separate house of busi- 
ness located in the sameé county. No 
license issued under this ordinance au- 
thorizes any person to carry.on any busi- 
ness within the limits of any incorporat- 
ed city or town having power by its 
charter to impose or levy city or town 
license taxes, unless such person in addi- 
tion to the license provided by this ordi- 
nance also procures the license required 
by the ordinances or orders of such city 
or town. 

Sec. 43. Against any person required to 
take out a license, who fails, negiects or 
refuses to take out such license, or who 
carries on or attempts to carry on busi- 
ness without such license, the License 
Tax Collector may direct suit in the 
name of the People of the State of Cali- 
fornia as plaintiff,to be brought for the 
recovery of the license tax, and in such 
cases either the said Collector or his atton 
ney may make the necessary affidavit 
forand awrit of attachment may issue 
without any bonds being givenon be- 
half of the plaintiff, and in case of a re- 
covery by the plaintiff, fifteen dollars 
damages must be added tothe judgment 
and costs to be collected from the defend- 
ant, and when collec five dollars 
thereof must be paid to the Collector and 
ten dollars to the attorney prosecuting 
the suit. 

Sec. 44. The License Tax Collector 
must make diligentinquiry asto all per- 
sons in his county liable to pay license as 
provided in this ordinance, and must 
when the amount of license tax im posed 
depends upon the amount of business 
done, require each person to state under 
oath or affirmation the _ probable 
amount of business which he or the firm 
of which he is a member, or for which he 
is an agent or attorney, or the association 
or corporation of which he is President, 
Secretary or Managing Agent, will do in 
the next succeeding three months; and 
thereupon such person, agent, President, 
Secretary or other officer must procure a 
license from the License Tax Collector for 
the proper term and class for which 
under the provisions of this ordinance, 
and in all cases where an under estimate 
has been made by the person applying, 
the party making such under estimate or 
the company he represented are required 
to pay fcr a license for the next quarter 
double the sum otherwise required. 

Sec. 45. Upon the trial of any action 
authorized by this ordinance the defend- 
antis deemed not to have procured the 
roper license unless he either produces 
tor proves that he did procure it; but 
he may plead in bar of the action a recov- 
ery against him and the payment by him 
in acivil action of the proper license tax 
together with the damages and costs. 

Sec. 46. On the first Monday of eaeh 
month the Collector must return to the 
Auditor all licenses unsold and be cred- 
ited therewith, and must with the Audi- 
tor appear at the Treasurer’s office and pay 
into the County Treasury for the use of 
the County General Fund all moneys col- 
lected for licenses sold during the preced- 
ing month, take the Treasurer’s receipt 
therefor, and file duplicates thereof with 
the Auditor. The Auditor must credit 
the Collector and charge the Treasurer 
therewith. 

Sec. 47. in order to facilitate the col- 
lection of said license tax and to better 
enforce payment thereof, the Board of 
Supervisors ofthe said county sball upon 
the adoption of this ordinance appoint a 
suitable person License Tax Collector of 
said county to hold office during the 
leasure of said Board,and such license 
ax Collector shall perform the duties 
herein imposed upon the License Tax 
Collector and shall collect as far as prac- 
ticable all license tax moneys which may 
becomedue under the provisions of this 
ordinance and shall personally demand 
payment thereof from all persons owing 
such license tax who may neglect to 
make prompt payment of the same, and, 
as full compensation for all services per- 
formed by said Lieense Tax Collector he 
shall receive ten (10) per cent. of all 
moneys collected andduly accounted for 
by him under this ordinance. 

Sec. 48. This ordinance shall go into 
effect and operation upon the first day of 
July, 1883, and shall prior to that date, be 
published forone week in the Los An- 
geles DaILy TIMES, a newspaper publish- 
ed in said county, together with the 
names of the members of this Board vot- 
ing for and against the same.

Ravena twelve minutes before I left 


fresh tragedy just now is but a ‘‘nine 
day’s wonder.”’ "Twas but a short time 
ago that the Tehachepi disaster hor- 
rorized the public of this section, avd 
now the Ravena smash-up, on almost 
the same division of the Southern Pa- 
cific road, is thrust upon the unwilling 
attention of the public. The particu- 
lars of the disaster are best given in the 
testimony of the witnesses printed be- 
low. It.is not easy to fix the guilt upon 
any person or persons, except the gen- 
eral management of the road. But one 
human life was lost outright and several 
persons seriously injured, but a repeti- 
tion of these disastrous accidents should 
lead to some way of preventing their 
frequent occurrence. The body of the 
dead lady, Mrs. Katie Betger, has been 
embalmed by Ponet & Orr and will be 
shipped to San Francisco to-morrow. 
The husband, George Betger, is 
now lying at the Sister’s Hospital in this 
city, in a critical condition. The others 
injured in the accident were taken to 
San Francisco. A resemblauce to the 
Tehachepi accident is that the Detgers 
were a young runaway‘courle from San 
Francisco, on their return to forgiving 
parents, as were Mr. and Mrs. Porter 
Ashe in the other recent railroad disaster. 
Mr. and Mrs. Betger have been stopping 
at Newhall for the last three or four 
weeks. | 

The verdict of the jury was rendered 
at twenty minutes of twelve o’clock 
last night, after an hour’s deliberation, 
and read: ‘‘Wefind the deceased was 
named Katie Betger, of San Francisco, 
aged about 17 years: that she came to 
her death on the 25th of June, 1883, 
accidentally, caused by aspecial engine 
striking the caboose of the emigrant 
train No. 22, in which deceased was 
riding. 

‘‘We further find that neither the cor- 
ductor orany of the employés of said 
train, or engineer of said special engine 
are to blame, but believe the fault to be 
at headquarters or with the train dis- 
patcher at Los Angeies.

Following is.the testimony given by 
the witnesses examined, from which 
the details of the accident can be glean- 
ed. The peanut boy, Walker by name, 
who was on the train and heard the 
whistle, went on to San Francisco, and 
his part of the storv cannot be had till 
he returns to this city, about July 2d. 

H. Mackey was thg first witness call- 
ed, and being sworn, said: Am conduc. 
tor on Southern Pacific road, of trains 
Nos. 21 and 22, emigrant trains; was on 
train No. 22 yesterday; pulled into Ra- 
vena at 1:25 p. m.; always take coal 
there; had an order not to pass there 
without orders; when we got there the 
boys commenced coaling up, and I went 
to the office to get my orders, and after 
I had got the orders, at 1:35, O. K’d, or 
repeated, to run on to Lancaster, was 
just stepping out of the office when the 
engine struck the caboose; the 
engine that ran into the caboose 
was No. 16, an_ eight - wheeler. 
Mrs. Katie Betger was killed; her 
husband, George Betger, wounded; 
Thos. Williams and wife were slightly 
wounded; John Fitzgerald was slightly 
wounded;a Chinaman, Ah Men, was 
wounded, and E.T. West was slightly 
wounded; all were passengers. The 
road where the accident occurred is on a 
curve, but if the engine had approached 
the station as it ought to, could have 


rstopped, as the grade is 116 feet to the 


mile,the steepest grade on the division; 
No.16 had an order to run avoiding regu- 
lar trains. [Witness and jury here in- 
spected the body, and witness identified 
it as the body of the lady killed in the ac- 
cident.}] The lady died about half an 
hour after the accident. [Witness read 
a clause from the railroad laws, regu- 
lating movements of trains, from which 
it appeared that No. 16 was not running 
according to regulations.] The train 
was set with ten brakes, but the colli- 
sion was of sufficient force to push the 
train ahead about sixty feet; where 
caboose stood could see back about 100 
or 125 yards; had no warning engine 
was following until it struck the ca- 
poose; No. 22 was about forty minutes 
behind time; think No. 16 knew we 
were behind time. Was on the main 
track; it is customary to take coal on 
the main track; are -not obliged to flag 
unless notified that a train is following. 
The lady was standing on the platform 
of the caboose, her husband being in- 
side; she was rational up to ten min- 
utes of her death; Frank Roland was 
engineer of No. 16. 

©. C. Craig, in substance, said: Am 
brakesman on 8. P. RK. R.; was on train 
22 yesterday; don’t know mucli about 
accident; at time of accident was in coal 
bin; heard noise, saw dust, and engine 
crash into train; rushed to rear of train 
and commenced digging for the two, 
Mr. and Mrs. Betger, who were 
in the caboose; got them out with the 
help of the other boys and took the 
lady to the freight house and laid her on 
a bed; heard no warning from approach- 
ing engine; think could see train from 
approaching engine about 100 feet be- 
fore reaching it, but am not certain as 
have taken no particular note of the 
situation? have seen the body in the 
morgue and identify it as the body of 
the lady killed in the accident; it is rul- 
able for an engine to whistle when ap- 
proaching a station; heard nothi 
until I heard the crash; if had hea 
whistle conld not got out of way, as our 
engine was detached from thé ‘train, 
coaling up; before the accident saw the 
lady last sitting in the rear end of car, 
and her husband was lying down on 
my bed; think we were behind time, but 
don’t know how much. 

T. H. Rowland, the engineer of en- 
gine No. 16, said : Am locomotive en- 
gineer by occupation, on the 8. P. rail- 
road; was on engine 16 yesterday. I 
left Los Ange’ es for Mojave with a light 
engine at 11:15 a. M. yesterday; my or- 
ders were to run to Mojave at the rate 
of twenty miles an hour; was running 
along on time, and found the coboose of 
emigrant train 22 on the curve at Rave- 
na station, about 1:42 o’clock; when I 
saw the caboose I had’t time te stop my 
engine; was by actual measurement 200 
feet from my engine to the caboose 
when I first saw it; could not see ca- 
boose before I did, possibly; that curve 
is the sharpest one on the division; 
there are two very sharp bluffs at the
